ACCUSSED OF THEFT 


Patrolman Unable to Bear Disgrace. 


Two Men Dead.—Tragedy 


In Chicago. 


Chicago, Aug. 11.—Unable to bear 


the disgrace of a public accusation of 
theft, which he learned was to be 
made against him. Policeman Oscar 
Benson shot and killed one of his ac- 
cusers, severely wounded another, 
and then committed suicide. The man 
killed was Matthew Mamer, brother ot 
Chris Mamer, clerk of the supreme 
court of Illinois. Nicholas Kittin, an 
old man, a friend of Matthew Mamer, 
was shot through the body, but may 
recover. The shooting was the result 
of charges made by Mamer against 
the policeman. It was declared that 
Benson, who had been detailed in the 
neighborhood of the Mamer jewelry 
store, had stolen three watches. When 
Benson learned of the 
accusation 


against him he wrote a note to his 
wife declaring his innocence, and then 
entered Manner's store, killing the pro- 
prietor at the first shot. Going to the 
rear of the store, where Kittin, who 
had been the first to make a direct 
charge against him. was lying ill in 
bed, he shot him in the abdomen. Re- 
turning to the front of'the store. Ben- 
son put the muzzle of the revolver 
into his mouth and pulled the trigger. 
He died instantly.

Move Steadily Upward 


toward the highest standard of Amer- 
ican citizenship. It is a proud and 
responsible privilege to be a citizen 
of this great self-governing nation. He 
must stand up manfully for his own 
rights; he must,respect the rights of 
others; he must obey the law, and ha 
must try to live up to those rules of 
righteousness which are above and 
behind all laws. This applies just as 
much to the man of great wealth as to 
the man of small means. And as one 
practical point, let me urge that in the 
event of any difficulty, especially if it 
Is what is known as a labor trouble, 
both sides show themselves willing to 
meet, willing to consult, and anxious 
each to treat the other reasonably and 
fairly, each to look at the other's side 
of the case and to do the other jus- 
tice.

of the diocese, who succeeds tempo- 
rarily to the administration of the af- 
fairs, can not come here owing to the 
quarantines, so he has appointed 
Bishop Ronxel administrator. 


In endeavoring to trace the infec- 


tion of the archbishop it was learned 
that his gardener had been ill about 
two weeks ago with fever, and it is 
now assumed that it was the prevail- 
ing illness. As the man lived on the 
premises, it is easy to account for the 
infection.

Seiiiuiis, pa»ivi wt *.^ _*At.i.iIo^lSw 
church at Converse, Ind., says a spe- 
cial dispatch to the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. 
lie attracts and holds the attention 


of bis parishioners by serving ice cold 
lemonade during services. He finds 
that this is a better drawing card than 
special musical programmes, popular 
subjects for his sermons' and the vari- 
ous other plans tried by pastors with 
varying degrees of success. 


It is not expensive, and, best of all, 


there is no doubt of its popularity. Al- 
ready the question bas beeu raised, 
"What will the minister do when the 
warm weather is past?" The Rev. Se- 
mans smiles and says nothing, but it is 
easy to infer that be bas something in 
mind, though he is apparently not 
crossing his bridges uutll be comes to 
them. But, following tbe precedent set 
by the resourceful divine, it may be 
expected that when the cold and blus- 
tery days of winter come and through 
tbe ••contrariness" of the furnace which 
cannot be replaced because money is 
needed elsewhere or because of the 
negligence of the janitor the church is 
as cold as a barn, hot coffee or choco- 
late mny be tbe iuceutive for church 
attendance. 


The liev. Mr. Semans bas been pop- 


ular at Converse as a pastor because 
he has always had the welfare of his 
congregation at heart. Though a com- 
paratively youug man, he has been in 
the ministry for about ten years, hav- 
ing entered the profession soou after 
his graduation from Depauw univer- 
sity. He has always shown himself to 
be resourceful aud is never worried by 
obstacles. 
He bad not been at his 


present charge long until he found that 
his congregation was not as. large as it 
should be and that while his flock was 
as sincere and devout as in most places 
there were possibilities iu tbe way of 
attendance that be resolved to realize 
on, aiid he set about to do it.

He st'.ivted out by declaring in his ser- 
mons that it was not necessary to be 
dressed up to tbe point of discom- 
fort in order to go to church; that any 
hat or dress was good enough, even if 
every bod}' had seen it dozen of times 
before. Then came tbe surprise. 


One Sunday it chanced to be very 


warm, and the members who bad as- 
sembled were astounded in the midst 
of the service to see the ushers passing 
lemonade. 
The pastor stopped loug 


enough to explain that as tbe day was 
warm he thought those present might 
enjoy the services better if refreshed 
with a glass of lemonade; that at home 
they quenched their thirst and rather 
than have them sit through a religious 
service and suffer for water or other 
drink he bad therefore arranged the 
innovation, which he hoped would be 
taken merely as "the sensible thing to 
do."' Aud everybody thought it was. 
After the services were over Rev. Mr. 
Semans received congratulations right 
and left on his regard for the comfort 
of bis hearers, au'd everybody promised 
to be good. 


The next Sunday there was a percep- 


tible increase in the size of the congre- 
gation, and lemonade was served as 
before. The plan at once became so 
popular that it has become a perma- 
nent feature, and now there is some 
probability that tbe "Standing Room 
Only" si£U will have to be brought into 
use.

AN ARMY POST LAUNDhY. 


Tort Leavenworth. Kno.. to Have the 


Bi*xt In I'uitcd State*. 


A laundry, owned and operated by 


the United States government, some- 
thing after tho method of a post ex- 
change or canteen, will be opened at 
Fort Leaveuworth, Kan., by Sept. 1, 
says the Kuusas City Times. 
It will 


be the first one installed at any post 
in the United Stales, and if it proves 
successful government laundries will 
l>e established at Fort Kiley. Fort Sill, 
Fort Sheriuan aud all the other princi- 
pal forts. 
The new laundry will be 


used by officers' families as well as the 
•soldiers. 


The old commissary building east of 


the Graut monument, which was va- 
cated by Captain F. II. Lawton. post 
commissary officer, a little over two 
months ago will be used for the laun- 
dry. This building was erected in 1SSG 
arid, is a substantial brick structure 
with a basement. It is well suited for 
auudry purposes. A cement floor in 
he basement and new board floors 011 
the' two other stories and other im- 
provements have been put in. 


Tho government is sparing no ex- 


pense to make the laundry lir.st class. 
A. 100 horsepower boiler and 
a l»o 


lorsepower 
engine 
have been 
in- 


stalled. 
The machinery, which is to 


cost $10,000, will include a large man- 
gle for ironing sheets aad tablecloths, 
a shirt starclier, a stiff bosom shirt 
ironer and the latest patent machinery 
for every branch of laundry work. 
While not the largest, it will be the 
best equipped laundry in the country. 


The laundry will not be operated on 


a plan to make money for the govern- 
ment, but merely to meet expenses 
and to save money to soldiers and the 
families of officers. At present it costs 
a soldier from $1.oO to $2 a month to 
have his washing dou» in the city by 


Chinaman or a negro woman. 
In 


addition, lie has to pay extra to have 
khaki uniforms laundered. In the gov- 
ernment laundry a soldier may have 
twelve pieces, including the khaki uui- 
forms, washed for -Z cents a week. 
The- washing for otlicers and their fam- 
ilies will be at the same rate. Wash- 
ing will cost about two-thirds of the 
present price. 


Civilian labor will be employed to 


operate the laundry, with the prob- 
able exception of a soldier clerk or 
two.
